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Council Deals with Senior 
Citizen Forum Concerns

A Greenbelt City Council 
Work Session was held with the 
Senior Citizens Advisory Com- 
mittee (SCAC) on February 6 to 
address issues raised at a previ- 
ous senior citizens open forum in 
September. Mayor pro tem 
Rodney Roberts opened the work 
session in the absence of Mayor 
Judith Davis. SCAC identified 
five issues as priorities to be re- 
solved by the city. These five 
are congregating at Roosevelt 
Center, solicitations and scams, 
school transportation, trash, and 
DC handicapped parking laws. 

Roberts reported actions that 
the city has taken to address 
these concerns: there is more of a 
police presence in Roosevelt Cen- 
ter, the benches near the under- 
pass are being relocated, and a 


code of conduct is being devel- 
oped. In addition, at the regular 
city council meeting on Decem- 
ber 17 council approved the use 
of code enforcement personnel to 
supplement police presence and 
issue civil infractions where ap- 
propriate. Also, two more lights 
have been approved near the un- 
derpass. Another step taken was 
repairing broken lights near the 
New Deal Café. 

“We don’t see a police pres- 
ence,” challenged SCAC chair 
Jackie Shabe-Rochefort. She 
suggested having police cars 
parked at the Center and possibly 
using a storefront as a substation. 
In response to the idea of addi- 
tional police, Councilmember Ed-

Roosevelt Center Worries 
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Bids Sought for Marketing 
Study of Roosevelt Center 


The Redevelopment Au- 
thority of Prince George’s 
County is soliciting bids for a 
consulting firm to conduct a 
marketing study of Green- 
belt’s Roosevelt Center. 

According to the request 
for proposals, “The purpose 
of the study is to assess the 
Center’s strengths and weak- 
nesses, determine appropriate 
market niches, and recom- 
mend strategies to position 
the Center for future eco- 
nomic vitality. A specific fo- 
cus of the study is the Old 
Greenbelt Theatre. This 
single big screen theater is of 
great significance to the com- 
munity, and has been operat- 





ing on a thin margin for a 
number of years. Positioning 
it for future health and 
growth is key to the future of 
Roosevelt Center.” 

Bids must be submitted by 
March 1, 2002. 

Among problems cited as 
diminishing the Center’s vital- 
ity are its age (over 60 years 
old), and its location, which 
is described as “hidden away, 
back off the nearby State 
highways,” Greenbelt Road 
and Kenilworth Avenue. Be- 
cause of these factors and the 
Center’s size, businesses lo- 
cated there are primarily 
“mom and pop type stores,” 
the bid proposal says.

A walkway and two lake over- 
looks will be built on the north 
side of the lake in the general 
area of the old boathouse. The 
city seeks volunteers to assist 
with the project.

The goals of the project are to 
establish a vegetative buffer along 
the shoreline to provide shoreline 
stabilization and minimize erosion 
and to educate citizens on a num- 
ber of environmental topics. 

Volunteers Needed 

The grant requires that part of 
the project be undertaken by vol- 
unteer effort. Kristen Ward, 
Greenbelt Department of Plan- 
ning and Community Develop- 
ment, anticipates that volunteers 
will assist with constructing the 
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path and planting of aquatic 
plants, shrubs and trees. Both 
individuals and groups, especially 
student groups, are welcome. 
Two overlooks, connected by 
a path of blue stone and field 
Stone, are to be built. There will 
be three or four educational pan- 
els that address environmental is- 
sues. A small number of benches 
or boulders will be placed along 
the path and at the overlooks. 
Plants native to the environ- 
ment will surround the entire 
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A planned path of bluestone will lead visitors to two overlooks and several educational panels de- 


scribing the aquatic plants along the north shoreline of Greenbelt Lake. 


volunteers to assist in building the path and planting the plants. 


The city is asking for 


walkway. On the water side, 
there will be plants found in wet 
meadows and shallow water areas 
and there will be floating water 
plants for deeper water. On the 
land side of the path, there will 
be an assortment of trees, shrubs, 
and wildflowers that are found in 
undisturbed environments. 

The project is consistent with 
the Lake Park Master Plan, which 
calls for promoting a program for 
the identification and protection 
of unique natural areas and repre- 
sentative ecological features. The 
master plan also calls for the pro- 
tection of the shoreline and pro- 
poses the use of appropriate veg- 
etation to prevent erosion. The 
Buddy Attick Park Improvement 
Plan proposes a bulkhead and 
landscaped areas in the general 
location where staff is planning 
the wetland education facility. 

Construction 

Construction by city crews is 
set to begin soon. The majority 
of the volunteer labor will be 
needed in March and April. The 
city plans to complete most of 
the project in time for Earth Day 
in late April. To volunteer, call

A Love Story 
Flourishes Here

The origins of Valentine’s Day 
are lost in myths and legends, 
perhaps about Roman gods and 
festive European traditions, per- 
haps about a Christian priest.

“My love of Greenbelt all be- 
gan in the summer of 1938,” ac- 
cording to a then ten-year-old 
boy, James Donald Wolfe, called 
Donnie by his many friends “I 
came to the new place called 
Greenbelt,’ Donnie says. “It was 
following the Depression. I 
could not believe that our family 
was moving into a brand new 
house. We had indoor plumbing. 
Everything was new. The com- 
munity had a playground. You 
could even swim in Greenbelt 
Lake. My eyes were open wide 
to all of the wonderful things you 
could do in Greenbelt. My love 
of Greenbelt began a long time 
ago.” 

Wolfe recalls: “I went to the 
old Greenbelt High School, and 
in my senior year, I was captain 
of the boys’ basketball team. A 
girl named Lucy from Berwyn 
Heights was captain of the girls’ 
basketball team.” He says, 
“Well, I knew her name, but that 
was all, at the time. After high 
school graduation, and serving in 
the Navy in WWII, we, me and 
Lucy, reconnected at the Univer- 
sity of Maryland Dairy. We 
talked a bit, and I asked her to 
the homecoming dance. That’s 
when my love of Lucy devel- 
oped.” 

He says that they both ma- 
jored in physical education. 
Then in 1950, they married and 
later, had two little ones, Donnie 
Jr. and Cynthia. “We raised our 
children here,’ he says. “They 
are grown now, married and do- 
ing quite well, and have given us 
five beautiful grandchildren. My 
Valentine’s love for Lucy and 
Greenbelt is stronger today than 
it was 50-plus years ago.” 

“If you drive by our place in 
Greenbelt,” Donnie notes, “the

A Resolution of the City of Greenbelt, Adopted Pursuant to the Authority of 
Article XI-E of the Constitution of Maryland and Section 13 of Article 23a of 
the Annotated Code of Maryland, (2001Replacement Volume as 
Amended), Title “Corporations-Municipal,” Subtitle “Charter Amend- 
ments,” to Amend the Charter of the City of Greenbelt Found, in Whole or 
in Part, in the Compilation of Municipal Charters of Maryland (1983 Edition 
as Amended), as Prepared by the Department of Legislative Reference 
Pursuant to Chapter 77 of the Acts of the General Assembly of Maryland 
of 1983, by Repealing and Re-enacting with Amendments Section 55 (a), 
Titled “Bonds-Issuance, Authorization.” 


The purpose of the above-titled resolution Is to revise the statement of the 
City’s debt limitation in order to conform with the new state law, Ch. 80, 
Acts of 2000, also Known as the Truth in Taxation law, which changed the 
real property assessment law from a program of fractional property 
assessments to a system of full market value assessments. Limits

ward Putens advised, “We’re go- 
ing through a budget and. . . we 
need to hear from the commu- 
nity.” 

In response to a question of 
how police presence has been in- 
creased, City Manager Michael 
McLaughlin said that officers are 
spending two hours of their pa- 
trol in the Center, and the bike 
units one hour of their patrol. 

Marianne Olah presented a 
statement from Hunting Ridge, 
which is a Mobile Watch Com- 
munity, suggesting that Old-Town 
Greenbelt be designated as a mo- 
bile watch community, accompa- 
nied by signs advertising it as 
such. The statement goes on to 
suggest that a mobile watch com- 
mittee be formed, and adds a hu- 
morous note, saying they could 
be “a little sexist and encourage 
men to apply for membership.” 
While there appeared to be sup- 
port for this idea, Putens noted 
that it is difficult to keep volun- 
teers in such a venture. 

Councilmember Alan Turnbull 
suggested trying a social ap- 
proach, 1.e., “Show up at the cen- 
ter and sit outside and eat...you 
can add more pressure by being 
present.” 

Solicitations 

As to solicitations, Karen 
Haseley, therapeutic recreation su- 
pervisor and liaison from the city 
to SCAC, stated that if there is a 
sign posted requesting no solicita- 
tions, the law can be enforced 
and the police may be called. 
She also noted that salesmen are 
required to have a permit which 
they should be able to produce. 
She cautioned that there are times 
when the spirit of the law rather 
than the letter of the law should 
be in effect. In other words, 
groups such as Girl Scouts and 
other non-profit groups might be 
exempt from the ordinance. 

A committee member stated 
that the school transportation 1is- 


sue has improved. Someone else 
commented that there are motor- 
ists in Lakeside and Lakewood 
subdivisions who ignore school 
bus stop signs and drive right 
through. Any school transporta- 
tion problem should be reported 
to the school system at 301-952- 
6570.

Roberts stated that Public 
Works will do an in-house study 
on the use and location of trash 
containers. 

D.C. Parking 

Washington, D.C. has adopted 
a new law which affects metered 
spaces and other public spaces. It 
does not apply to designated 
handicapped parking spaces. Per- 
sons with D.C.-issued handicap 
tags or placards may park free in 
any space for double the amount 
of time permitted by the sign or 
meter except for spaces in desig- 
nated residential neighborhoods. 

Disabled drivers from other 
states must obtain a D.C.-issued 
placard from D.C. DMV offices 
to take advantage of free on-street 
parking. The placard is for a 
one-year period and there is no 
ree.
